I 
hated to give it up, for, in the first 
place, a Mexican wedding is something 
aot to be kicked out of bed, being 
one of the most absolutely jovial and 
lavish affairs on earth; and, in the sec 
ond place, 1 could linger at San Mateo 
for a year or two very happily, even had 
there been no wedJing. 

Talk about hospitality! I have sam- 
vled a good many brands of the article 
in a good many different places, but I 
uever found any ahead of that on tap at 
san Mateo, ani few equaltoit. I was 
treated like a king—yea, verily, like the 
king of trumps after the ace is played. 
he best room in the fine casa was mine 
‘You are in your own house,’’ Don 
Manuel Chaves said to me, and acted as 
if he meant it. And though the lan- 
guage of the household is alien to my 
ears, I have been made as much at home 
here as ever anywhere. 

I dare say there are readers of the 
TrmEs who will not fintl it uninterest- 
ing to hear something of the domestic 
and social life of 

THE MEXICAN “UPPER-CRUST,”’ 
as I saw it in the charming household 
of Don Maruel Chaves. The casa isa 
very large and finely built adobe, 
divided by a halltwelve feet wide, run- 
ning from east to west. The rooms are 
large and well-lighted, tast«fully fur- 
nished in American style, handsomely 


are hung with lace curtains, while the 
rugs and table covers are precious Nav- 
ajoe blankets. Heat ie furnished by 
the delightful fireplaces peculiar to the 
Mexicans, and unequaled by any other 
sort in the world. Pictures, mirrors 
and various knick-knacks complete the 
pleasant picture. The table is bounti- 
tul, and the viands admirably prepared, 
though unfamiliar to Eastern folk. A 
fine stew of mutton with rice; beef cut 
into cubes of three inches and thus 
roasted; more beef cut into shreds and 
cooked with the red chili—which looks 
more like stewed tomatoes than any- 
thing else; frijoles, prepared in nearly 
the Americin style; white and graham 
bread, baked in little cakes which they 
call ‘*galletitus;’’ wine, coffee and 
capned pears or peaches—that will 
give you a very fair idea of what 
is to found upon the table 
in great abundance. The service 
and table furniture are plain but neat; 
and the preparation of the food is all 
that the most fastidious could desire. 
There are half a dozen or more native 
servants about the premises, and one 
or two kept at Grant’s. 

Monday evening I had my first 
chance to become really acquainted 
with the family, as we all sat around 
the cheerful ‘‘fagon,’’ or fireplace, in 
the sitting-room. It was a large, as 
well as a pleasant circle. I believe 
there were sixteen of us, and two or 
three of the folks were away, at that. 
We had a little 

SINGING BY THE CONGREGATION. 
‘“‘Sweet Bye-and-Bye,”’ in broken En- 
glish, and a Spanish love song to the 
air of ‘‘Home, Sweet ome,’’ with 
various other Castilian melodies. Some 
of these were very sweet and plaintive, 
all pitched on a minor key, and all 
amatory. There is one thing you will 
notice about a Spanish song, and that is 
the supreme indiff-rence of the music 
to the words. A Spaniard can take any 
air and cram any meter into it, long or 
short, spondaic or dactylic, and act as if 
he wasu’t doing any violence to his 
feelings or his jaws. Now I tried to 
sing ‘‘Adios, Adios”’ (air, ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Home’) with them; but it was like 
covering a pair otf 40-inch legs with a 
pair of 20-inch trousers. I found that 
they were working in about four words 
to my one, and I couldn’t ;crowd the 
notes to that heartless extent. For in- 
stance, in a line like 

‘“There’s no-o place like home,” 


their words would be about as generous 
in number as in the following English 
sample: ‘‘There can be discovered in 
the whole boundless universe no local- 
ity at all comparable to the felicitous 
home residence.”’’ I should expect to 
have the lock-jaw, if I attempted to 
ring in any such gang of words on one 
or two unsuspecting and unprotected 
measures. It doesn’t look like fair play, 
either. But those sweet-faced se@oritas 
sat there and sang away in low, soft 
tones,

like lightning, and acting as if it were 
the most natural thing in the world for 
a measure to have fifty-six notes in it. 
Still, I like their Spanish songs. There 
is a plaintive sadness about them that is 
particularly fascinating. Then I had to 
sing for them, and chose ‘‘Three Black 
Brows’’—a fool song containing fre- 
quent imitations of cawing. It tickled 
them wonderfully. They could under- 
stand it, for the words are easy, and the 
flapping and cawing were a new deal to 
them. I know of no really comic 
songs in Spanish, though there are hu- 
morous ones. 
After the singing came

The fayorite seemed to be ‘‘Molina’”’ 
(thé mill). We were ali ranged around 
the room on chairs, and each was given 
asa title the name of something per- 
taining to a grist-mill. Sefor Lorenzq 
Sanchez, a cousin of the family, was 
the miller; and after giving us our 
‘ames he sat down and began to relate 
a story descriptive of the miller's life. 
Whenever he mentioned the name of 
any pett of the mill or its belongings, 
the person christened after that article 
had to rise, tarn around and sit down. 
If one rosé at the wrong word, he or 
she was out, and had to leave the circle, 
Chen suddenly the miller would cry 
‘the mill is broke!’’ and all had to 
cbange seats, amid a geaeral scramble. 
One was sure to get left out, 
for the miller changed his seat also, 
and it was not allowable to sit inthe 
chair he had just vacated. This went 
on until all had been counted out one 
by one. Thenthe miller passed his 
hat and collected rings, knives and 
other articles as forfeits from the lusers; 
and the company went into a session 
for passing sentence. Holding up a 
forfeit in his closed hand, Sefer Lor- 
enzo would ask one of us ‘‘what sen- 
tence shall be upon the owner of this?” 
and the person appealed to would give 
some penalty, which the culprit was 
bound to pay. All the sentences were 
very simple—as ‘‘to make a speech,” 
‘‘to make a courtesy,’’ ‘‘to give three 
sighs for the one he loves best in the 
world,’’ etc. A favorite one was to place 
the culprit against the wall, where he 
must blow out a candle which Lorenzo 
passed rapidly back and forth in front 


of his face, uttering at the same time 


papered and carpeted. The windows’ 


some jargon. Most of my sentences, 
a clue having been taken from the crow 
song, were to imitate various animals; 
and if the mimicry was feeble the re- 
ception of it was appreciative. The 
Mexicans, by the way, are 
THE GREATEST PEOPLE FOR COMPLIMENTS 
—somcthing like our own barbers, who 
tell every man that enters that he has 
the finest head of hair, or the heaviest 
beard, they eversaw. There were no 
kissing forfeits, to my vast relief. It 
would have broken my heart to fall on 
the neck of one of those seforitas, of 
course. 
Another game, closely similar in char- 
acter, was called ‘*Cocha”’ (the coach.) 
In this we were named after various 
towns iu the Territory, and Lorenzo 
told about a journey. ©When he spoke 
oi going from Bernalillo to Las Vegas, 
the persons named for these two places 
had to exchange seats, and when he 
cried ‘*‘T'he coach is broke!’’ there was 
a change all around. In other details 
the game is just /like ‘‘molina.”” Then 
& Saucer was brought in, and one of the 
party gave ita spin upon the floor, at 
the same time calling some one else, 
who must jump up and seize it before 
it Ceased spinning, or give a forfeit. 
They pt ‘‘Scior Char-less’’—which 
was their pronunciation of my name— 
jamping in lively fashion, and he recip- 
rocated with calls for fair Seiforita 
Rosita, as well as Sefioritas Lnz, Lola, 
Beatrice, Vicentita and Cleopas, and 
Sefora Juanita Sanchez. there 
was a Mexican version of ‘‘Button, but. 
ton, who’s got the button?’ We all 
sat down on the floor, joining hands 
aod singing a Spanish verse whose pur- 
port was: | 
“TLe ring, the ring is hidden, 
Is hidden, ts hidden 
hands of the Sefior-—~ 
ou have to gues. who has it, 
Whe who has it, 

Soon as the song is o’er.”’ 
The ring of course was constantly in 
motion, and it was hard to guess its 
whereabouts. As soon as the song was 
ended, all pounded upon the floor and 
cried *‘Floron! Floron!’’ (the ring! the 
ring!) and the person seated in the cen- 
ter of the circle had to guess 
where the _ ring was, or stay 
theré till he did hit it right; when 
the person in whose hands it was dis- 
covered had to go into the circle and 
take a turn at guessing. The last game 
of all, and the one which created the 
most merriment, had some name which 
Ido not remember. A large plateful of 
flour was brought in and placed upon a 
chair, where Loreuzo moulded it up 
into the form of a cone, upon whose 
apex was placed a large bullet. With a 
case-knife we all took turns cutting 
awuy asmall slice from the flour; and 
the one whose cutting caused the bullet 
to fall had to pick it out o the flcur 
with his or her teeth. Of course that 
made sume very white faces, and no end 
of fun. I purposely burrowed my whole 
face into the flour, and they went into 
convulsions o laughter over my droll 
appearance. I never’ passed two more 
pleasant and murthful evenings than 
those of Monday and Wednesday, 
which were consuimed in such amuse- 
men's a3 Gescribed above. And the 
reckless fashion in which I slung 
Spxnish about! At some of my senten- 
cesthey would gaze upon me with a 
mild and reproachfnl wonder, but gen- 
erally I managed to make myself under- 
stood. One doesn’t want to be a dumb 
post in sucha gathering, so the mutuil- 
ated Spanish was kept flying auyhow, 
hit or miss. I believe I would

in a little while more. I have already 
conceived a great affection for the throat- 
consuming chili-colorado, and can 
eat as much of it now as anyone, though 
at first it nearly knocked the top of my 
head off. 

A French padre came to the casa, 
Monday night, and has been here ever 
since—waiting, I suppose, for the wed- 
ding. He shares my room, though not 
my bed, and proves a pleasant chum. 
lie speaks French and Spanish fluently, 
but only avery few words of English, 
and our conversation 1s decidedly poly- 
glot.

I have had many interesting talks 
with Don Manuel Chaves, the father of

late but one of his adventures. Some 
forty years ago he was on one of his many 
trading expeditions among the Nava 
joes, and had exchanged his goods fora 
great quantity of blankets, etc. Just as 
he was starting homeward wiih his 
eight men, 300 Navajoes surrounded 
him and began to rain down arrows 
and bullets upon the little party. The 
first fire wounded him in the arm and 
body, and kille.: two of his companions. 
Tae fight lasted for some hours, but at 
nightfall the Iudians withdrew. Don 
Mauuel was nearly dead from his 
wounds, and the last one of his com- 
}anions—includiug a brother — quite 
dead. He would have perished there 
but for the appearance of a Nuavajoe 
who had been a servant in his 
employ, and who helped him to 
Fort Wingate, where he lay on the 
verge of death for three months. On 
bis way home from the fort he was 
wounded again, and the Navajoe was 
killed SIt was only after almost incredi- 
ble exertion and suffering that Don 
Manuel reached the top of the San 
Mateo mountains. Here a friendly In- 
dian found him almost dead, and car- 
ried him to the casa on his buck. 

LaTER —I have got out to Grant's 
again (Thursday night) after a fright 
fully cold trip. Just as I expected, Brer 
Phillips weakened and took the cars the 
morning after I left him. His pedes- 
trian career was short and sweet—a day 
and a half, covering thirty-eight miles. 
Well, I don't like weakeners, but am 
sorry to lose him. He isa warm-hearted 
tellow, and one migat-.have a guod deal 
worse chums. Iam now enjoying the 
profuse hospitality of Messrs. Bibo, who 
seem bound to keep me here. The 
weather is extremely savage—to an ex- 
tent almost unknown here—but I fancy 
it won’t fast long. Weather it does 
or not, I must be pushing on toward 
Arizona, 

My explorations in the wonderful 
buried city of San Mateo must await de- 
scription in another letter.

An Apcient’ Friendship and Its 


Modern Perpetuation. | 


About 400 years before Christ there 


lived in Syracuse, the famous capital 
of Sicily, two men, otherwise unre- 


nowned, whose friendship the lapse of 
more than twenty-two centuries has 


not dimmed in the world’s remem- 
brance. Damon was a_ philosopher, 
‘and Pyvhias, his other self, a soldier. 
Both were pupils of the great Pythag- 
oras, and in his society imbibed an 
‘ardent love of freedom and of coun 
‘try, and an ardent hatred of tyranny. 
The government was then democratic; 
Damon was in the Senate, and Pythias 
‘w high officer in the army. Diony- 
sius, the head of the government, at- 
tempted to restore a despoti-m, with 
himself as sole ruler. Finding it im- 
possible otherwise <0 frustrate these 
evil desigas, Damon, with patriotic 
devotion, attempted the life of Dio

Dionysius, 
disguised as a priest, visited Pythtas 
aad urged him to fl-e, saying Damon 
would be prevented from returning.

OBJECTS OF THE ORDER. 

The “ Declaration.of Prineiples”’ 
prepared by the Supreme Lodge reads 
as follows:

ITS FORM OF ORGANIZATION. 

From the above declaration of 
principles, it will readily be seen that 
though the order may nominally be 
classed with secret societies, it does 
not in fact come within the category 
of those whose secrecy is obnoxious to 
good morals and good government. 
[ts creed, its deeds, its constitution 
and laws are open to the world’s in- 
spection. Candidates for admission 
within its portals must be between 21 


land 50 years of age, white male citi- 


zens, of temperate ha its, and believ- 

ers in a Supreme Being. There are 
three ranks in the organiza- 
tion: First, or Initiat ry Rank of 
Page; second, or Armorial Rank of 
E-quire; third,sor Chivalric Rank of 
Kuight, conferred in the order named. 
The lodge cares for its sick mem 

bers; and its law provides for the pay- 
ment of weekly and funeral benefits. 
A system of delegation from subordi- 
pate to Grand lodges, and from Grand 
lodges to the Supreme Lodge, provides 
for the government of the order. The 
subordinate lodges meet every week, 
the Grand lodges every year, and the 
Supreme Lodge every two years. Ini- 
tiation fees and annual dues meet the 
expenses of subordinate lodges. 

Such are the strictly fraternal feat- 
ures of the order. There are also three 
branches or divisions, membership in 
which 1s optional. These are: 

Firs , the Eadowment Rank, & sys- 
tem of life insurance for members, by 
which they can secure at cost endow- 
ments of $1000, $2000, or $3000, pay- 
able at death. The financial officers 
are fully secured by bond, and the 
affairs of the Endowment Rank are 
simply and economically administered. 

Second, the Uniformed Rank, a semi- 
military organization, whose attract— 
ivencss Of equipment and appearance 
adds much to the strength of theorder. 

Third, the Bureau of Relief, de- 

signed to succor sojourning brothers 
from other ludges when in sickness or 
distress. Any visiting brother of good 
standing in the order can, in case «f 
disability, draw from the fund of the 
Relief Bureau where he is, and the 
sum will be refunded by his own 
lodge. The Bureau consists of one 
representative from each lodge, and 
has its own President, Vice President, 
Secretary and Treasurer. Each dis- 
trict throughout the jurisdiction has 
a branch bureau, which makes an- 
nual reports to the general Bureau. 


THE ORDER IN THE WORLD. 


History of Its Birth, Growth and 
Extension. 


Justus H. Ratnbone, then stationed 
at Washington, D. C., as an officer in 
the medical department of the United 


States Army, decided early in 1864 to 
attempt the establishment of a secret 
order. While yet in his ’teens, he had 
been greatly impressed by the story 
yf Damon and Pythias, and had then 
formed the plan and prepared the 
ritual of an organization which should 
perpetuate the devoted friendship ot 
the two Syracusans to the benefit of 
mankind. Upon the evening of Feb. 
19, 464, a me ting ot several friends 
was accordingly called at Temperance 
Hail, Washington, D. C. After organ 

ization, the object of the meeting was 
stated to be the foundation of a 
society, secret in business © and 
operations, having for ulti- 
mate object friendship, charity 
and benevolence. » An oath of initia- 
tio? was administered, and it was 
decided to call the order the Knights 
of Pythias. The ritual of the first 
degree, prepared by Mr. Rathbone, 
was adopted; and the following offi- 
cers were elected: J. H. Ruathhone, 
Worthy Chancellor; Joel R. Wood- 
ruff. Vice Chancellor; J.T. K. Plant, 
Venerable Patriarch; D. L. Burnett, 
Worthy;Seribe; A. Van Der Veer, 
Banker; R. A. Champion, .Assistant 
Banker; Geo. R.. Covert, Assistant 
Scribe. Committees were al-o ap- 
pointed to prepare a ritual for what is 
now the second degree, signs, to pro- 
cure regalia, etc. Thelodge was styled 
Washington Lodge, Ne. 1. Such was 
the birth of the order of the Knights 
of Pythias. 

The committees appointed at this 
mevting went zealously to work. A 
degree rituul was prepared, tested and 
uadop'ed.; and then a ritual of the sec- 
ond (now the third) degree. With 
the adoption of ;the latter degree, the 
lodge first got ‘fairly at work, and 
worthy members were added. March 
4th the first regular quarterly election 
was held; and steps were then taken 
to org :nize a Grand Lodge, and repre- 
sentatives were elected. The Grand 
Lodge of the District of Columbia was 
estaolished on the 8th of April, with 
Joreph T. K. Plant as Grand Chan- 
cellor. Thus far there was but cne 
lodge in existence; but four days 
after the organizition of the Grand 
Lodge, Franklin Lodge, No., 2, was 
instituted at the Washington Navy 
Yard This lodge plays the most im- 
portant part in the early history of 
the order, whose very life is due to it. 
When all other Pythian organizations 
had died out, the zeal and wisdom of 
the brothers of Franklin, No. 2, pre- 
served the germ of life through great 
discouragement, and finally estab. 
lished the order upon a new and per- 
‘manent footing. The names of its of- 
ticers and members will always be 
held in affectionate honor by all Py- 
thiuns. They were as follows: Robt. 
L. Middleton, Venerable Patria:ch; 
Daniel Carrigan, Worthy Chancellor ; 
Eiward Fox, Vice Chancellor; Clar- 
M: Barton, Scribe; James Gill, 


Sanker; Nicholas Watson, Guide; 
James H. Lawreace, Inner Steward; 
Pettit, Outer Steward; 
dward Dunn, James W. Keiley, 


Jasper Scott, Geo. Norton and J. H. 
Wheeler, charter members. On the 
19th of May aud 20d of June, respec- 
tively, Columbia Lodge, Nv. 3, and 
Potomac Lodge, No. 4 were ins ituted. 
The latter was the last lodge formed 
in 1864; for busine-s and politics were 
in confusion and uncertainty. Feb. 
Ist, 1865, the order took its first step 
outside the city of its birth and found a 
foothold in Alexandria, Va., by the. 
formation of Alexandria Lodge No. 1 

But di-couragements came thick and 
fast. In July the Alexandria lodge 
died, and was soon folywed by Wash- 
ington No.1. Franklin was now the 
only lodge in existencé; and it seemed 
that the order must succumb. But it 
had men firm in their high purpose 
and unwavering in their faith; and 
they set their shoulders to the work of 
lifting the order from its slough of 
despond. Early in 1866 the constitu- 
tion was revised and printed, and the 
work of building up new lodges was 
commenced in April. Needful changes 
were made io both the installation ser- 
vice and the ritual. These material 
changes produced the ritual now in 
use. {t was unanimously adopted, and 
the order sprang into new life. The 
Grand Lodge had now been dead 
nearly a year, but was resuscitated 
with 8 new and much improved form; 
and witb much business to perform, 
held frequeut meetings. At the last 
meeting of the old Grand Lodge, 
June 18, 1866, the new constitution 
and by-laws were adopted, commit 

tees were appointed; and the work of 
reorganization was an accomplished 
fact. 

THE SUPREME LODGE. 

For four years the Graud Lodge of 
the District of Columbia exercised 
the functions of a provisional Supreme 
Lodge. In August, 1866, there were 
in existence four Jodges, with a total 


membership of less than 200; but the! 
day of the order’s prosperity was 
dawning. 


With 1867 there became 


manifest a widespread interest in the 
order, and applications for charters 
began to pourin. At the beginning 
of July the total membership was 
694; three months later it was 2024— 
a remarkable growth. The prescnt 
badge was then adopted. A wonderful 
wave of interest rose, and inquiries 
and applications for charters came 
from all parts of the country Grand 
lodges had been instituted in the 
District of Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, New Jersey and Delaware; 
and subordinate lodges were at work 
also in Louisiana, New York and Vir- 
ginia. The pressure of application 
and business demanded that there be 
established a fitting supreme head of 
the order, and steps to that end were 
promptly taken. Upon the 15th of 
May, 1868, fifty delegates, represent- 
ing the five grand lodyes, met in 
convention in Commercial lodge-room, 
Third street, Philadelphia, and ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a plan 
for organizing the Supreme Lodge. 
A plan was at once reported and 
adopted; was ratified by the several 
Grand Lodges; and on August 11th. 
1868, was perfected by the Past Grand 
Chancellors and representatives, who 
met therefor at Washington. Organi- 
zation was eff-cted by the election of 
the following officers: Past Supreme 
Chancellor and Founder, J. H. Rath- 
bone; Supreme Venerable Patriarch, 
Wilbur H. Myers; Supreme Chancel 
lor, Samuel Read; Supreme Vice-Chan- 
cellor, J. P. Hayes; Recording and Cor- 
responding Scribe, C. M. Barton; Su- 
preme Banker, Wm. A. Perter; Su- 
preme Guide, C. F. Abbott; Supreme 
Inner Steward, H. Kronheimer; Su- 
preme Outer Steward, Fred Coppes. 

The tirst annual session of the Su- 
preme Lodge began at Covenant Hall, 
Richmond, Va., with representatives 
present from New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, District of Columbia and 
Connecticut. It appears from the re- 
ports then given that the order had 
been introduced into twelve States, 
and was called for in others; Grand 
Lodges had been organized in New 
York, Virginia and Connecticut, be- 
sides the five that assisted in organiz 
ing the Supreme Lodge; and the mem- 
bership had swelled to over 35,000, 
with nearly 200: lodges.

THE ORDER IN CALIFORNIA. 


Inception and Gru wth in the Golden 
State. 


July 13th, 1868, Brother John Strat- 
man was initiated into the order at 
Washington, D.C.; and being about 
to come to California, he was appoint. 
ed Deputy Grand Chancellor for thi- 
State. He brought out the rituals 
and private work for establishing the 
order here, but returnec to New York 
the same year without having effected 


been moving in the matter. In the 
beginning of 1869 a dispensation was 
granted and sent to’ Brother Geo. H. 
Chard; and he was appointed Deputy 
Grand Chancellor in place of Brother 
Stratman, March 25th, 1869, was the 
birthday of the order in the Golden 
State, for it witnessed the organiza- 
tion of California Lodge, No. 1, at 
San Francisco. September 5th, 1869, 
a voreliminary mecting to institute 
a Grand . Lodge was held _ at 
Congress Hall, San Francisco, with 
twenty-eight delegates present from 
~ix lodges. The following officers, 
then elected, were duly installed on the 
28th of the same month: Gra d Ven- 
erable Patriarch,Wm.C Mead; Grand 
Chancellor, Geo. H. Chard; Grand 
Vice-Chaneellor, David Kerr; Grand 
Récording and Corresponding Scribe, 
R. W. Barclay; Grand Banker, Geo. 
P. Fisher. By Jan. 1st, 1870, Califor- 
nia had fifteen lodges, with a member. 
ship of 1211. The national business 
depression of 1875 temporarily paral- 
yzed the progress of the order clae- 
where, but did not check the healthy 
growth of the Knights in this State. 
Be ween January ist, 1875, and Au- 
gust, 1876, there was a gvinin Cali- 
fornia of four lodges and 388 members. 
Early in the ’eighties, however, there 
seemed tg fall an apathy upon the 
California Knights, and there was a 
temporary inactivity. In January, 
1882, the order counted forty-eight 
lodges ip this State, with a limited 
mem bership and little of the fire of true 
Pythianism. There was almost nothing 
being done toward building up the 
order, and many lodges were prepar- 
ing to throw up their charters. But 
the promotion of John Harrison Har.

This strong and popular branch of 
the order was first adopted at Indian- 
apolis at the annual session of the 
Supreme Lodge of the World, Aug.

A CHAPTER OF BIOGRAPHY. 


Sketches of Six Notable Pythiaus. 

Below the Times presents brief 
biographical sketches of the two 
leading representatives of the Knights. 
of Pythias of the word, the 
founder of the order, and the present 
supreme head; and of four ‘eading 
officers of the California jurisdiction— 
the Past Grand Chancellor, the present 
Grand Chancellor, the Grand Keeper 
of Records and Seal, and the Brigadier 
General of the Uniform Rink: 
JUsTUS H. RATHBONE, 
the founder of the order of the Knights 
of Pythias, was born October 29th, 
1839, at Deerfield, Oneida county, N. 
Y. His father was Justus Hull Rath- 
bone, a prominent lawyer of Utica; 
his mot her a Iwi: ht, of the good old 
New Eugland family of that name. 
Young Rathbone got his education .in 
New York institutions—Mt. Vernon 
boarding school, Courtland academy, 
Carlisle seminary and Madison univer- 
sity. In 1857 he began teaching at: 
Eagle Harbor, Mich. At the opening 
of the civil war he helped organize the 
irst M.chigan regiment, which was 
rejected upon some technicality, and 
Rathbone returned to his school. It 
was while wielding the ferule at Eagle 
Warbor that the story of Damoa and 
Pythias sank deeply i1n'o his thought, 
and left an impression never to be 
effaced. In 1861 the death of his 
father recalled him from Eagle Har- 
bor; and later he became chief clerk 
of the U, S. Hospital at Germantown, 
Pa. From this position he entered the 
army, and served in the medical de- 
partment at Washington from 1863 to 
1865, when he accepted a civil clerk— 
ship under the Commissary General. 
Resigaing this office in 1866 he became 
a Clerk in the Treasury Department. 
In 1869 he took a position in Stetsou’s 
suston puvlishing house, and later be- 
came Superintendent of the Independ- 
ent News Company of New York, ua- 
der the same Management. Soon after 
he secured a position in the War De- 
partment at Washington, and still re- 
tains it. He is nearly six feet tall, 
weighs over 200 pounds, is an expert 
peoman, thorough musician, extensive 
reader, a model friend, husband and 
father. | 

HON. JOHN VAN VALKENBERG, 

the present head of the Knights of 
Pythias of the world, with the title of 
Supreme Chancellor, was born at St. 
George, Ontario, Canada, about 1830. 
In his boyhood his parents removed to 
Iowa and settled upon afarm. Here 
John worked hard to accumulate 
money wherewith to secure a liberal 
education. During his senior yeir at 
a Western college, he was unanimously 
elected by the Board of Regents of the

He 
was a charter member of Gem Lodge, 
Fort Madison, organized June 17th, 
1873; became Grand Chancellor in 
1875; came to be an influential mem 
ver of the Supreme Lodge of the 
world, and in 1884 was elected Su- 
preme Chancellor. He is a prominent 
Republican, and has often been hon- 
ored with important positions by his 
party. He is accounted one of the 
foremost orators of his State, a ready 
debater and valuable citizen. Several 
standard works on the order have been 
written by him. He is an ardent lover 
of the order and its principles, and has 
worked up such a strong organization 
in Iowa that it is now the most pros— 
perous jurisdiction in the country. 
HON. FREDERICK W. BELL, 

Past Grand Chancellor of the order, is 
by nativity a Kentuckian, having been 
born in Scott county in 1839. His pa- 
rents died while he was a child, and 
he was adopted by Presbyterian rela- 
tives, who determined to fit him for 
the ministry. He was accordingly put 
in charge of an eminent clergyman 1n 
Brooklyn, N. Y., but had been there 
but a couple of years when the death 
of both adopted parents again threw 
him upon the world. He “clerked it’’ 


tormia. arriving here in February, 1860. 
He was employed successively 1m San] 
Francisco, Portland, Oregon, and Ban- 
nock, Idaho, going into business for 
himself at the latter place, and re- 
maining there until 1868, serving two 
years in the Legislature. But he felt 
that in California was the ideal home, 
and returning to San Francisco went 
into the real estate and stock-broker- 
age business. This venture did not 
prove a success, aud he next tried his 
hand at hotel-keeping, and pros- 
pered. Closing out this business, 
he made a tour of the Southern and 
Eastern States, and returned to Cali- 
fornia in June, 1876; settled in Eu- 
reka, Humboldt county, and has built 
up there a large real estate and insur- 
He has long been a 
zealous Pythian, well-known as « hard 
worker both in the subordinate and 
At the session of the 
grand ludge in San Francisco, April, 
1883, he was elected Grand - Chancel- 
lor; and during the year visited all but 
ten of the lodges in this great juris- 
diction, revived one dead lodge, organ- 
jzed 15 new ones, anc increased the 
membership by over 2000. 
| STANTON L. CARTER, 

the present Grand Chancellor of the 
Grand Jurisdic ion, Knights of Pythias 
of California, first saw the light in 
Jefferson county, N. Y., January 10th, 
1853. The next year his father, a 
farmer, moved to Illinois, and in 1862 
again emigrated and settled in the 
San Joaquin valley, this State. Here 
young Carter helped in the work of 
the farm, and attendet the country 
school.
